AN ACT TO CHANGE THE FISCAL YEAR IN THE CITY OF 
PORTSMOUTH, 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in General 

Court convened : 

Section 1. That the fiscal year in the city of Portsmouth shall expire 
on the thirtieth day of September, in each year. 

Srecr. 2. That the City Council of said city shall annually cause to be 
printed in pamphlet form, as is now done, in a plain and intelligible manner, 
a fnll statement of the financial condition of the said city, and cause the 
same to be circulated on or before the fifteenth day of November, in each 
year. 

Srecr. 3. This act shall take effect from and after its passage.
